street. 


This afternoon one of the men in- 


strumental in tbe bringing of the in- 
junction suit in common pleas court 
which prevented the sale of the prop- 
erty last summer made the follow- 
ng statement to an Advocate repre- 
sentative. 


"All the litigation between the city 


and the state is ended. Through the 
suits in the courts, •which have fi- 
nally been settled there bas been ob- 
tained to the city and to the owners 
of property abutting on the old canal 
two streets 2"4 1-2 feet in -width, one 
on eacb side of the old canal bed ex- 
pending from the Xorth Fork of the 
Licking to Sixth 
street.

Raccoon aqueduct on the north side 
of the old canal bed will run a high- 
way 12 feet in width. The state has 
reserved t*ip -'p-M to lay a ronduit 
alon.e the roadway through the city, 
but this unde" the restriction that it 
will not interfere with the use of the 
•streets. 


The purchasers 
of the 50 foot 


strip from the North Fork to Sixth 
street and of all the land west of 
Sixth street to the aqueduct, former- 
y covered by the canal, have formed 
the company which was incorporated 
today.
